Once in fo ur y ears the go vernment 
weighs the mail o n the trains fo i a 
perio d o f ninety day s, taking fro m 
the repo rt made by the railway po s­ 
tal clerks the repo rts fo r thirty co n­ 
secutive day s, and o n these repo rts 
base the co ntract with the railro ads 
fo r the ensuing fo ur y ears. The weigh 
ing pro cess is in pro gress in so me 
part o f the co untry all the time and 
the entire United States is divided up 
into districts The weighing o f mails 
in this, the six th district., o f which j 
Chicago -is the headquarters, will be; 
taken up bj the go vernment nex t j 
in o rder. 
During the

March, April and May o f nex t y ear 
the railway po stal clerks will weigh 
every o unce o f mail carried o n trains 
in the divisio n. Thirty men will be 
required fo r this wo rk aside fro m the 
regular mail clerks, and they will he 
co mpensated at the rate o f $3 a day .
